A Scheme  for  free  artificial  immunisation  of  children  against  Diptheria 
has  been  available  in  my  Council's  District  since  1939  and  the  number  of  children 
who  have  received  the  above  treatment  up  to  the  present  time  is  - 1,058. 

Further  propagander  was  carried  out  again  in  the  schools  and  homes  which  revived 
interest  and  the  figures  are  quite  good. 

Our  rates  for  the  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diptheria  notified 
per  1,000  are  respectively  *10  and  Nil. 

The  cost  to  the  Council  for  patients  admitted  to  the  Macclesfield 
Isolation  Hospital  was  £273. 

There  has  been  no  cases  of  Opthalmia  Neonatorum  during  the  year  194-6

It  has  not  been  found  necessary  to  take  any  action  under  the  Public  Health 
Prevention  of  Tuberculoses  Regulation, 1928 . During  194-6  “ 16  specimens  of 

Sputum  were  examined  for  Tuberculosis,  16  being  negative  and  Nil  positive. 

SUMMARY  OF  NURSING  ARRANGEMENTS 
HOSPITALS  AND  OTHER  INSTITUTIONS  FOR  THE  DISTRICT 

(a)  Infectious  Diseases.  An  agreement  with  the  Macclesfield  Corporation  to 
provide  sufficient  beds  in  the  new  joint  Hospital  Scheme  is  in  force. 

Under  the  new  arrangements  it  will  be  possible  to  admit  and  isolate 
several  other  diseases  apart  from  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diptheria,  viz  Whooping  Cough 
Measles  and  Puerperal  Pyrixia. 

During  1946~5  cases  of  infectious  diseases,  viz  1 Scarlet  Fever,  2 
Gastro  Enteritis,  1 Diptheria,  1 Erisipelas  were  referred  to  Hospital  for 
treatment . 

(b)  Small  Pox.  During  194-6  there  have  been  no  cases  of  Small  Pox.  My  Council 
have  an  agreement  with  the  Congleton  & District  Joint  Small  Pox  Hospital 
Committee  for  the  reception  of  Small  Pox  Cases  for  next  two  years. 

(c)  Tuberculosis  These  cases  are  dealt  with:- 

(a"7  Domiciliary  Treatment  under  the  care  of  own  Doctor. 

(b)  Hospital  ) 

(c)  Sanitorium  ) Under  the  care  of  Cheshire  County  Tuberculosis  Scheme 

(d)  Dispensary  ) 

(d)  Venereal  Disease  Our  nearest  centre  for  the  treatment  of  these  diseases  is 
West  Park  Hospital  and  it  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  Cheshire  County 
Authorities . 

(e)  Ambulance  Facilities.  Causes  of  sickness  or  accident  requiring  removal  to 
Hospital  are  conveyed  by  the  Macclesfield  Borough  Ambulance  or  by  private 
conveyance.  Arrangements  have  now;  been  made  with  the  Macclesfield  Corporation 
for  the  use  of  the  Borough  Ambulance  in  necessitious  cases  and  from  my  experience 
this  is  proving  very  efficacious  and  they  aro  very  quick  in  their  response  to 
any  calls 

Infectious  Diseases  cases  are  conveyed  by  the  Macclesfield  Fever  Ambulance • 
Thero  are  male  and  female  contingents  of  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Association 
in  the  district  who  arb  always  willing  to  render  first  aid  and  are  of  considerable 
help  in  a scattered  industrial  area  such  as  Bollington. 

(f)  5chool  Children.  The  routine  medical  examination  of  School  Children  is  carried 
out  by  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  of  the  Cheshire  County  Council 

(g)  Home  Nursing  By  Nurses  Priest  and  Hindmarsh  who  are  also  our  resident  Midwives 
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(h)  Pathological  Work.  Arrangements  are  now  in  force  with  the  Laboratory  at  the 
Parkside  Hospital  for  the  pathological  work  that  may  be  required  to  be  done  by  the 
Health  Department.  This  arrangement  is  more  satisfactory  than  our  previous  one, 
since  it  is  more  expeditious  and  the  postal  delay  is  saved. 

(i)  My  Council  havo  an  arrangement  with  the  Macclesfield  Infirmary  Mortuary  for 
any  cases  requiring  Post  Mortem  Examination . 

(j)  Public  Health  Staff  A Part-time  Medical  Officer,  John  W.  Chadwick,  M.R.C.S. 
(Eng)  L.R.C.P .(Lcn)  D.P.H.  (Man)  and  a part-time  Sanitary  Inspector,  Chas.A. 

Smith,  Certified  Royal  Sanitary  Institute,  Certified  Sanitary  Inspector  (Man  Univ).

The  Sanitary  Inspector  has  co-operated  with  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  of  the  Macclesfield  Rural  District  Council  in 
carrying  out  the  duties  of  meat  inspection  at  the  Ministry  of  Food 
central  slaughterhouse  in  Mp?colesi ield  in  resoect  of  meat  for 
consumption  in  their  respective  districts.  4.  parcels  of  various 
other  foods  have  been  condemned  during  1946. 

MILK  SAMPLES.  4 samples  of  Milk  were  forwarded  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Manchester  for  examination.  2 were  satisfactory  and  2 
unsatisfactory .
